NOTE 


FOR  decades  Japanese  prints  have  been  a  favorite  hobby  of  the 
American  art  lover,  and  justly  so.  For  years  there  was  a  con- 
tinous  influx  of  prints  coming  into  this  country  direct  from  Japan, 
and  also  from  the  great  art  markets  of  London  and  Paris.  In  the 
past  few  years  this  has  completely  changed.  The  Japanese  them- 
selves have  revived  their  opinion  about  this  charming  art,  and  have 
become  fervent  collectors  of  prints.  The  financial  improvement  in 
their  country  during  the  war  has  enabled  them  to  outbid  any  Euro- 
pean or  American  collector.  The  greatest  collection  in  Paris,  the 
Veva  collection,  has  been  sold  to  Japan.  Practically  no  prints  have 
come  from  there  in  recent  years,  and  the  American  market  has  had 
to  rely  on  the  supply  of  prints  coming  from  old  established  collec- 
tions in  this  country.  The  Anderson  Galleries  are  fortunate  enough 
to  be  able  to  offer  to-day  a  series  of  prints  which  have  been  hidden 
away  for  years,  and  which  will  be  a  welcome  augmentation  to  the 
print  supply  of  this  city.  Collections  established  years  ago  often 
bring  surprises.  Our  appreciation  of  prints  has  changed.  Sharaku 
passed  for  a  long  time  as  an  eccentric,  but  to-day  we  consider  him, 
justly,  as  one  of  the  greatest  personalities  among  the  Japanese  wood 
engravers.  Collectors  of  the  earlier  days  who  had  the  courage  to 
buy  after  their  own  taste,  and  not  according  to  the  general  trend 
of  the  market,  sometimes  secured  treasures  which  were  only  under- 
stood by  the  general  public  two  decades  later.  This  collection  con- 
tains several  of  such  surprises.  There  are  two  important  woodcuts 
by  the  great  Sharaku,  in  an  excellent  state  of  preservation,  and  also 
the  very  rare  Corean  Procession  by  Utamaro.  These  three  speci- 
mens, as  well  as  other  prints  in  this  collection,  are  the  property 
of  Dr.  J.  Clarence  Webster.  Besides  these  important  pieces  there 
are  fine  examples  of  Kiyomitsu,  Kiyonaga  and  also  an  unusually 
good  series  of  Surimonos.  .  .  .  But  let  our  collectors  judge  for 
themselves !
